The Tennessee Open Meetings Act passed by the General Assembly in 1974 requires that 

meetings of state, city and county government bodies be open to the public and that any such 

governmental body give adequate public notice of such meeting. Open meeting notices can also 

be accessed at https://www.tn.gov/aging/news-and-events/calendar.html. 

Per Public Chapter No. 300, governing bodies are now required to reserve a period for public 

comment and may put reasonable restrictions on the public comment period. The full text of the
